IE Flouriſhing, and Proſperous State 
of ſome of the vileſt of Sinners in this 
World, has, from the time of David un- 
till now, been made uſe of by the Athe- 
iſtical and Prophane, as a ſtanding Argu- 
ment againſt Religion; and too often has 
prevail'd in the Minds of good Men them- 
ſelves, {9 as to prove a ſtaggering Obje- 


tion againſt a Divine Providence. When 


we ice thoſe that forget God, yea blaſ- 


pheme his Name, and deſpiſe his Sove- 


reignty, grow Rich, and Great, and 
have more than Heart could wiſh ; while 


the Good Man ſeems to ſuffer moſt in the 
ways of Holineſs; or at leaſt - ro meet 
With no better Treatment in this Life 


than the Wicked: Some are ready to ſay, 


What Profit is there in waiting upon 


God? Or what Advantage in keeping

his Commandments ? Sarely we have clean. 


fed our Hands in vain. 


SUCH Language as this would indeed 
juſtly follow upon ſuch Obſervations, if 
the Grave put an end to our Beings ; or it 
the Scriptures had lefr us in the dark as 
to a future State: But when we are fore- 


warn'd not to judge of Love or Hatred 


by the Things that are before us, and are 


directed to another World to look for the 


impartial diſtribution of Puniſhments and 


Rewards; our Expectations of Happineſs 


or Miſery ſhould be transferr'd to the 


Life to come; and we ought not to draw 


any Concluſions to the diſad vantage of 
Religion, from what its Profeſſors or Op- 
poſers may meet with at preſent.

in compariſon of what it looks for in the 
World above. His Comforts, and his 
Cares a Good Man can compoſedly give 
up into the Hands of God. He can com- 
fortably ſhake Hands with his Relations 
and Friends, whilſt the Companions and 
Relations of the Wicked Man, ſtand as ſo 
many Tormentors round hisDeath-bed.Yea 
further, he dies at Peace with his very Ene- 
mies, forgiving them all their Injuries and 
Reproaches; and with a Crucified Savi- 
our, praying to God to forgive them too 
*. Which ſo reconciles them to him, and 
ſubdues their Hatred and Enmity, that 
they cannot but ſpeak well of him after His 
Deceaſe. Os” 


d. (5.) HE is at Peace with Death, 
and the Grave itſelf. Death is a welcome 
Meſſenger ; the Grave a Bed of Relt to 
ſuch a one. How Melancholy ſoever the 
_ light of a Tomb or Vault may be to the 
Sinner ; yet the Language of a Dying 
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* Luke xxili. 24. 
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Believer is, I ſee that gloomy Cell where 
this Body muſt he a prey to Worms; 
be turn'd to Rottenneſs and Duſt ; but I 
believe the very Dearth of the Saints is pre- 
cious in the ſig ht of God &; and 1 know that 
my Redeemer lives, and that he ſhall ſtand at 
the latter Day upon the Earth. And tho? after 
my Skin, Worms deſtroy this Body, yet in 
my Fleſh (hall I ſee God: Whom I ſhall ſee for 
my ſelf, and my Eyes ſhall behold, and not a- 
nother +. This very Body ſhall be re- 
ſtored to me, not another beſtow'd on me. 
The Apoſtle raiſes the true Chriſtian even 
to Joys and Triumphs at the approach of 
Death. O Death where is thy Sting? 0 
Grave where is thy Victory? 


WELL then, if in Comfortable Re- 
views of what is paſt ; Hopeful ProſpeQts 
of what is to come; inward Calmneſs and 
Compoſedneſs of Spirit, as to what is pre- 
ſent ; willing and hearty Reſignation of 
all External Enjoyments; and a Recon- 
ciliation to the Grave itſelf, and to a ſtate 
of Corruption ; if 1n all theſe things, I

I have enlarged on theſe particulars, v4 
comparing the Death of the Righteous 
and Wicked together; becauſe this is 
what the Context more directly leads our 
Thoughts to. And if in ſome few Inſtances 
our Obſervations ſhould be excepted a- 
gainſt, either on the one ſide, or the o- 
ther, yet that does. not invalidate any 
thing that has been ſaid : However, leſt 
any ſhould lay too much ſtreſs on ſuch 
Exceptions, I ſhall further add, That if 
an Upright Man ſhould Die diſconſolate, 
and in the Dark; or if an Impious Wretch 
ſhould Die quietly, and at Eaſe; yet as 
to the final determination of rheir State 
hereafter, the End of the former is un- 
doubtedly, and without any exception 
Peace ; when that of the latter is as cer- 
nad and univerſally Ruin and Deſtru— 

ion. 


I F a Pious Soul fet in a Cloud in this 
World, 'tis fure to rife without any in 
the next ; Whereas the Wicked that fink

utter End of us, and therefore our 
Thoughts ſhould not be confin'd to this 
when we ſpeak of the End of 4 Man; but 
that is our End which fixes us in an aralte- 
rable State; and which for ever concludes 
us Happy or Miſerable.

TO this I Reph, that it were eaſy to 
prove from many places in the Old Teſta- 
ment, that a Life after this was firmly 
believ'd, and hop'd for by the more ſeri- 
ous and ſenſible part of the Jewiſh Nation, 
from the Times of the Patriarchs, to the 
End of the Prophets; and that David eſ- 
pecially had a clear Senſe of this. But it 
ſhall ſuffice for the Preſcnt to obſerve, 
That, 85 


AS to meer Death, and the Conclu-. 
fion of our preſent Being, we read elſe- 
where in the Book of Pſalms, that ſome- 
times the Wicked have no Bands in their 
Death *, 1. e. they die as quietly, and un- 
diſturbedly as the Godly may ſeemto do: 
ſo that the Pfalmiſt's Thoughts and In- 
tent could not be determined by their 
Death meerly, when he would diſtin»

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NAY ſuppoſe the Upright Man 
ſhould always have a more peacetul Exit 


than the Prophane ; yet %) to die comfor- 


zably could never in any fair way of ar- 
guing farisfy tor a whole Life of Sorrow 
and 1 roubles ; winch this Text ſuppoſes, 


and is brought to account for. It muſt 
mean ſomething that's better than all the 


Wealth, and Joys of the Wicked ; and 
that is preferrable to an Age of uninter- 


rupted Earthly Proſperity : Which a few 
days eaſineſs on a Dearh-bed, will hardly 
be granted by any Man to be. . 


IF it ſhould further be urged, that 
this is {poken of the Bleſſings and Happi- 
neſs that ſhall deſcend to the Righteous 
Man's Family, and Poſterity at his De- 
ceaſe : yer, that does not ſerve to ſtate 


the final Lifference betwixt the Juit, and 


the Unjuſt: becauſe the Seed of the for- 
mer are often unhappy as well as the lat- 


ter; and the Poſterity of the latter we 
many times ſce proſperous as well as the 
former. So chat upon theſe Conſidera- 


tions we may very {ately conclude, that 
the ſtate afrer Death, which the Holy, 


and Upright Perſon caters into, was what 


the 
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the Pſalmiſt had an Eye to in our Text; 


and what we may properly enlarge our 
Thoughts upon. 


THE Reſurrection of the Dead is 
what we have now ſuch Aſſurances, and 
Expreſs Revelations of, as puts the matter 
out of all doubt. Who are plainly told, 
that the Hour is coming in which all that are 
in the Graves ſhall hear the Voice of the Son of 
Man, and (hall come forth : They that have 
done Good, to the Reſurrection of Life; and 


they that have done Evil, to the Reſurrectioan 


of Damnation *. And again, That all Va- 
tions ſhall be gathered before him; ſome ſhall 
be ſet on his Right Hand, others on his 
Left; that the one ſhall go away into Ever- 
laſting Puniſhment, the other into Life Eter« 
nal +. AD 


BUT the chief and great difficulty 
here may ſeem to lie in proving that the 
Soul of a Saint does immediately enter in- 
to a ſtate of Happineſs as ſoon as the Body 
is dead: which if it do not, the peace of 
the Wicked is as great in a ſecurity from 
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all Diſturbance, as that of the Righteous 3 
for in the Grave they are equally at reſt; 
and if the Soul Sleep with the Body, they 


yet lie undiſtinguiſht. 


I cannot now ſtay to form, and pro- 


ſecute the Arguments which have given 
ſatisfaction to ſome in this point; as 
drawn from God's calling himſelf the God 
ef Abraham, Iſaac and Jacob four hundred 
years after their Death; and yet he is not 
the God of the Dead, but of the Living, nor 
ſhall I enlarge on thoſe Words of our Sa- 


viour to the Thief on the Croſs, this day 
ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe f. Nor 
have I time to give you the full meaning 
of that Text in the Hebrews, where we 
read of the Spirits of Juſt Men made per- 
feet]. And unleſs we had leiſure to ex- 
plain theſe Scriptures, ſo as to guard a- 
gainſt the common Objections, which 
{ome have ſtarted to overturn, and darken 
their direct and obvious Senſe ; I reckon 


it the beſt way only thus to propoſe them 


to your Conſideration.

THERE are two Paſlages I would 
a little inſiſt upon, to eſtabliſh our Belief 
of this Truth; That the Soul of an Upright 
Hol) Perſon enters iuto à peaceful happy State 
at the Death of the Bod); and theſe are ſo 
much to the purpoſe, as to ſerve inſtead 
of many. The one is that Prayer of 
Stephen, the firſt Chriſtian Martyr, when 
he was a Dying: Lord. Jeſus receive my 
Spirit x. Which is a moſt ſolemn com- 
mending his Soul to Chriſt, when his Bo- 
dy was Ston'd to Death: And proves 
that it was ſomething out of the reach of 
Man's Cruelty and Power to hurt or de- 
ſtroy ; conſequently that it was a Being 
diſtinct from the Body, and ſhould exiſt 
after that was Murder'd; agreeable to 
what our Lord ſpeaks, when he admo- 
niſhes his Diſciples not to fear them which 
can kill the Body, and after that have no more 
t bat they can do; but to fear him who is able 
to deſtroy both Soul, ana Body in Hell +, 
Nor does this only prove the ſeparate 
' Exiſtence of the Soul; leaving us ſtill at 
a loſs to know how it is diſpos'd of when 
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it goes from the Body, and during the 
time of its Separation. But we may cer- 
tainly infer that the Soul of every Saint 

oes to Heaven; for it was there that 
Stephen ſa w Teſus, and with him he beg'd 
his Soul might be. Further, if He bad 
only Sande his Spirit to God to be 
laid up in a ſafe, but inſenſible State till 
the Reſurrection, He deſir'd no more for 
that, than he did for the Body ; and would 


as well have ſaid, Into thy hands I commend. 


any Body; as have Preys Lord Jefds re- 


ceide u. J Spirit &. 


BUT I would turn to another Paſ- 


ſage, which may give further Satis- 


faction in this matter: and ſeems to be 
out of the reach of any rational Evaſion.

to come; which bleſſed State we are conſi- 
dent of: and willing rather tobe ABSENT 
from the BO DT; and PRESENT 
withthe LOR DR. I would here ask any 
Man, only deſiring he would not triflie, 
or play the fool in a Caſe of ſuch Impor- 
tance, What he can think is meant by be- 
ing preſent with the Lord ar the fame 
time that we are ſaid to be ablext from 
the Body? Doubtleſs we muſt conclude 
that it is a living with God as Active, In- 
telligent Beings; for ſuch we are in the 
Body, now abſent from the Lord; there- 
fore ſuch we mult be, when preſent with 
the Lord, and abſent from the Body: Be- 
ſides it is ſuch a being preſent wi h God, 
as the Apoſtle deſires to leave this World 
for the ſake of; which, conſidering the 
uſeful Station he was in, and the extraor- 
dinary Inſtances he had of the Divine Fa- 
vour, and Loving kindrefs in this Life; 

he would never have w' for, much leſs 
earneſtly groand after, if he had once ima- 
gin'd He ſhould lie in a ſtate of Inacti- 
vity. ; "ro

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30 that upon very good Ground I may 
again ſay the State of the Upright aſter 
Death is a State of Peace: And that not 
only in being freed from all the Diſtur- 
bances, Troubles, and Afflictions of this 
Life; but according to the moſt compre- 
henſive ſenſe of the word Peace amongſt 
the Jews; which included, and was de- 
ſign'd to expreſs all Bleſſings, and Happi- 
neſs. Both which we have in that one 
Text, Bleſſed are the Dead that die in the 
Lord from henceforth: yea, ſaith the Spirit, 
that they may reſt from their Labours ; and 
their Works do follow them *. 


HERE I ſhall break off from my fir 
Subject; that I may ſay ſomething on the 
ſecond. But to comport with the preſent 
Seaſon I find it will be needful to contract 
here, as well as on the former. 


I WOULD not be thought ſo much 
a Friend to the Flattery of ſuch Occaſions, 
as to ſay any thing meerly to conform to 
Cuſtom: but in Juſtice to the Perſon de- 
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Rexel. xiv. 12. 
ceas'd ; 
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ceas d: In obedience to the deſire of Rela- 
tions, and Acquaintance; and in hopes of 
promoting the good of your Souls, I ſhall 
attempt a plain and faithful Narrative of 
what 1 know, and have been credibly in- 
form'd concerning him. This I ſhall draw 
up under the Direction of what has been 
already ſaid, by obſerving the Method at 
| firſt propos'd ; and giving an Account firſt 
of the Character; ſecondly the Ed of 
this Perſon. In the Conſideration of both 
theſe I might repeat, and apply to him in 
particular, what has been ſpoken of the 
Perfect Man in general: for he was, in 
the ſenſe given of Perfection, and Upright- 
neſs, one to whom thoſe Expreſſions did 
really belong; and his End was Peace. 


I. WE ſhall endeavonr briefly to lay 
before you his Character: To introduce 
which 'tis fit I ſhould inſcribe his Name 
at the Beginning (a Name worthy to be 
recorded on Earth, as no doubt but it is 
written in Heaven) and acquaint you 
with his Birth, and Parentage. 517 


THE 
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THE Perſon we are now to ſpeak of, 
was Mr. CALEB HEAD: Born of 
Religious Parents at SJ aug hter, near Stow 
in Glocefterſhire ; where his Father yet 
lives, a noted, uſeful Miniſter ; whoſe 
Piety, and Moderation has recommended 
him to the Eſteem of all that know him: 
and | reckon it an Unhappineſs that I am 
not amongſt the Number. His Circum- 
ſtances in the World are ſuch as ſet him 
above needing, or expecting any Contri- 
butions from the numerous Auditory, that 
with great Delight attend his Miniſtry: 
And what he had deſign'd for this Son 
ö might have prov'd an Encouragement to 
a contrary courſe of Life than that he 
of was remarkable for (as we ſee 1n the caſe 
of many who have much leſs to depend 
EH upon) if God had not Graciouſly preven- 
[4 ted, by a timely fore cloſing his Thoughts, 
[ and Mind to the Allurements, and Temp- 
| tations of the World, 


TI HAVE not room to inſert here an 
account of his Converſion ; which I have 
at large under his own Hand: I muſt re- 
fer that to ſome other Place and Seafon. 
I ſhall only rake notice at preſent, ht 
the 
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the time of his being firſt impreſſed with 
ſtrong and prevailing Convictions, was 
very early ; rhe carrying on of his Conver- 
fation very regular, till he was brought 
into a ſafe and comfortable State. His 
Obſervations and Remarks all along his 
Life are ſolid and ſenſible; and abundant- 
ly prove him to have been a Perfect and 
Upright Perſon. 


HE was naturally of a reſerv'd Tem- 
per, which however ſometimes diſadvan- 
tageous to a Character in the Eſteem of 
ſome; yet when under the right Conduct 
of a Religious diſpoſition, proves very ſer- 
viceable. Ir is a ſecurity from running in- 
to much, and great Acquaintance ; which 
though Good, often proves a Snare; if Bad 
too commonly promotes our Rain. That 
which others of a different Diſpoſition 
would have reckon'd a troubleſom Con- 
finement ; to have been ſubject to the 
ſtrict Rules of fo well regulated a Family, 
as that in which Divine Providence had 
happily placed him, proved to him caſy 
and agreeable. = 


HIS 


. 
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HIS Maſter, * whom he had ſerved 
the greateſt part of rhe Time of his Ap- 
preaticeſhip, is a Witneſs to his Faithful- 
neſs, Underſtanding, Diligence and Diſ- 
patch in his Buſineſs. And it 1s no ſmall 
Advantage to theſe Commendations, that 
they are atteſted by ſo near, and ſtrict an 
obſerver ot him. 


WHAT time he had to ſpare from at- 
tendance on his Maſter's Buſineſs, was 
very much ſpent in the belt Exerciſes. In 
Reading uſetul and good Books, and look. 
ing into the ſtate of his Soul; both which 
his Collections and Manuſcripts ſhew he 
took great pleaſure in. He was ſome- 
times fo very much affeQed in his retired 
Devotions as to be over-heard; tho' none 
more careful to get into ſecret than he 
when thus engag'd. 


HE was a great lover of Family Pray- 
er, and when very young, has been ob- 
ſerved to riſe from his Knees, with Eyes 
that diſcover'd how he had been concern d 
all the while.

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HE was very ſtrict in obſerving and 
keeping holy the Lord's-Day : and with a 
becoming ſeriouſneſs would reprove, or 
admoniſh thoſe that he ſaw ſinned it, 
and 1dled it away. He was a diligent 
ProusAttender on PublicWorſhip;and had 

ſuch a value for Sermons, and love to em, 

that he did not reckon hearing enough, 
but has thought it worth his while to 
write thoſe that he found moſt Benefit 
by; ſome twice, ſome thrice over. 


As his Education had been amongſt 
the Baptiſts, ſo he had not been Baptizd 
in his Infancy. The firſt thing be came 
to Converſe with me about, was 
concerning the nature of this Ordinance, 
and what was needful to prepare an adult 
Perſon for it. My time, and other cir- 
cumſtances forbid a relation of what paſſed 
on this Head. It is enough to publiſh, 
that the Reſult of all was an earneſt de- 
fire to comply with the Inſtitution; and 
to have it done as ſpeedily as might be. 
Going into the Country ſoon after, J ad- 
viſed him to conſult with his Father about 
it, Which after he had done, upon his re- 
turn to London he renew'd his Requeſt; 
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and with great Solemnity and entire Sa- 
tisfaction he was Baptized *, which I 
here mention as an undoubted Evi- 
dence, and proof of his Uprightneſs and 
Sincerity ; in not being willing to omit, or 
go on in the neglect of any thing which he 
was convinc'd was a Duty. 


ALL this while Religion lay warm 
at Heart ; and he was better in Reality, 
than in Appearance. He was a true Lo- 
ver of thoſe he ſaw Pioully inclined ; 


making it his great Concern to Impreſs 


all his Intimates with a Senſe of the 
Weight, and Importance of the great 
Truths of Chriſtianity. There is more 
than one: 1n this Place that have reaſon 
bleſs God for their Acquaintancg, with 


THIS is the promiſing Youth that's 
taken from amongſt us; and concerning 
whom, after all that has been ſaid, it mult 
now be added He is Dead. But the con- 
ſideration of his peaceful End, and now 
happy Condition, ſhould check our Grief

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and Lamentations. This leads us to give 
ſome account of, 


— 


II. THE End of this Perſon. Here 
I can only relate what I have from thoſe 
that were about him, and converſed with 
him in his Sickneſs: The Nature of his 
Diſtemper * being ſuch, as rendred it al- 
together improper for me to viſit him. 
Tho? at firſt he was very deſirous to have 
ſeen me, and often mentioning my Name ; 
yet was very well ſatisfied in my Abſence, 
when he was told the Reaſon: It may be 
I might have been able to have ſaid ſome- 
thing more on this Head, if I could have 
attended him, than now Ican ; but ſcarce- 
ly to have remembred better what did paſs 
. than the Perſon to whom I am beholden 
for the Relation. And we have enough 
to confirm the Truth of all the aforemen- 
tion'd Obſervations upon the peaceful 
Death of a Good Man, in his Happy End. 


HE had great Comfort in Reviewing 
4 paſt Life. He had indeed a deep Senfe 
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of his Sin and Imperfections; but a true 
peace in the Thoughts of what God had 
done for his Soul, and what he had been 
enabled to do for God: The Blood of a 
Redeemer was what he depended upon; 
and the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt what he 
only truſted to for his Acceptance with 
the Father: Which having before by 
Faith apply'd to himſelf; and by Un- 
feign'd Repentance laid hold on; he told 
thoſe that were ſtanding over him His 
Work was done; and he thanked God He had 
not then to prepare to Die, He expreſſed a 
great deal of pleaſure in thinking of the 
Time he had ſpent in the Service of God: 
He would frequently be ſpeaking, of God's 
Goodneſs and Mercy towards him. 


HE had alſo a ſettled peace in looking to 
the Life to come. When a Friend, with 
whom he uſed to talk freely about his Fu- 
tureState,ask'd him what he thought then 
of an Eternal World ? He told him, That 
| it ſeemed more awful at the near views he then 
[4 had of it, than ever it aid in 4 time of 
li  Faiealth ; but he was ſo mell ſatisfied of his en- 
iring into a ſafe and happy State: and that he 
1 truſted the Goa whom hie had found ſo gracious 
1 before, would not then leave him. 5 

HE 
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his Diſtemper, tho? very uneaſy, and reſt- 
leſs in his Body: and was intirely refignd 
to the Pleaſure of God; and if at any 
time Nature ſeem'd to reluctate, and grow 
fretful, he would preſently ſuppreſs its ri · 
ſings in the Words of an Agonizing Savi- 
our, Father thy Will be done. | 


HE could look to every thing about 
him with Peace too. As for the Pleaſures 
and Enjoyments of the World, he was fo 
far from being diſturbed at the parting 
with theſe, that he declared He /aw nothing 
deſirable here. He ſent for his Bed- Fellow, 
and Fellow- Apprentices, when he thought 
himſelf near his Departure, and thus took 
his leave of them. The firſt (with whom 
he was more peculiarly Intimate, and to 
whom he had rendred himſelf very valua- 
ble) he ſpoke to in ſuch Words as theſe, 
1 am juſt a going, O endeavour to improve 
the Opportanities which you may ſtill Enjoy; 
And think of the Pious Converſation we have 
had together. When this Perſon was be- 
fore ſpeaking how 3 hould 

3 Be 
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be after his Death, he had told him, Thar

he needed not be concerned for that, and that 
in a little time they ſhould meet ag ain. 


THE Apprentices he ſingly ſpoke to, 


calling each by their Names; but what 


he ſaid to the latter, ſeemed to be only a 


Repetition of what he had directed to the 


former; and the very Words as near as 


can be remembred were theſe. I am nom 
a Dying Man, let my Words therefore the 


more be taken notice of. Labour to get an 


Intereſt in Chriſt before it be too late. De- 


fer uct your Repentance to a Sick Bed: How 


unfit am I for that now ? Be perſuaded 
to think there is more in Relig ion than a 
Show, and an outward Profeſſion. O ſeek 
after the Power of Godlineſs. Theſe Ad- 

monitions were his Farewel. God grant 
they may be thought on, and improved 
by the Parties ſo nearly concern'd in 
A 


H E charged his Friend to let his Fa- 
ther and Mother know he was gone before 
them. The bet Tidings he could have 
ſent from a Death-Bed ; and a very great 
Conlolation it ſhould be to them, 5 
WIR thiok 
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think that their Son is not 40ſt, but gone 
before X. 


NOW to draw to a Concluſion of 
this Diſcourſe, as faſt as he did to the 
Concluſion of his Life. When he was 
Speechleſs, one that ſtood by him, deſired 
him if Senſible, and if his Peace and Com- 
fort yet remain'd, that he would lift up 
his Hands; which he immediately did as 
high as he could, and decently continued 
lifting up one of them till he expired, 
which was on the nizeteenth day of Novem- 
ver, 1707. being but in the Twentieth Tear 
of his Age.

What I aim 
at in the preſent Ad monition is to engage 
you to keep up the Remembrance of theſe 
things; and to cheriſh the preſent Deſire,

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leſs, and forgetful of your latter End. 


And if once ſuch a Deſire become ſincere, 


and hearty, it will influence you, 


2. TO live the Life of the Righteous ; 
and to follow the pious Examples of thoſe 
that are thus happily departed. It is in 
vain to wiſh for, or expect the Comforts 
of the Upright in Death, if you do not 
conform your ſelves to their Piety,in your 


Lives. Now ſee that you come up to the 


Deſcription of the Perfect Man; and make 
that your own Character, or elſe your 
Hopes of future Peace and Happineſs will 
all tail, and wretchedly diſappoint you : 
However you may deceive your ſelves for 
2 while, yet at laſt you will find that % 
Hypecrite's hope ſhall periſh, and be cut off; 
and his Tru#t ſhall be but as a Spider's Web*. 
Believe our deceas'd Friend, that a Profeſs- 
on of Religion, and aſhew of Godlineſs is not 
enough. Let the Admonitions of Dying 
Men, of God's Word, of your own Con- 
ſciences awake you to a timely Repentance 
of your paſt Wickedneſs, and to a ſpeedy 


Reformation of your Courſe and Actions.

Let not any of us go away from hence, 
to return to our former evil ways; if we 
do, Bitterneſs, and not Peace; Damnati- 
on, and not Happineſs, will be our End. 
And your Miſery, and Hell will be made 
more dreadful, and aggravated by this 
very Sermon, and this very Providence. 
_ The Perſon that i is now Dead, ſpeaketh to 
you in ſuch a manner, as will encreaſe 
your future Torment, if you refuſe to 


hear; yea, He will riſe up in Judgment 
againſt you. 


COU LD I now tell the prophane 
Wretch, that if he perſiſteth in his De- 
baucheries, and Impenitency, this Perſon 
will certainly appear to him in this World, 
and ſhall come out of his Grave to reprove 
and terrify him: this would ſtartle the 

moſt harden'd Sinner, and in all probabi- 
lity be a reſtraint to him. Well, I can 
aſſure you of ſomething that's unſpeakably 
more dreadful; namely, that when the 
Dead ſhall be raisd at the Day of Judg- 


ment, He will then ſtand at the Bar of 
God to witnels againſt you. 


BUT if the Death of 5 Body now

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add to his Happineſs and Glory at laff; 
and will be lock*d upon by him, as what 
was worth Dying for. Let us then be 
perſuaded by his Example, and Advice, 
to ſeek for an Intereſt in the Blood, and 
Favour of Chriſt ; to get our great Work 
done before it be too late; to live Godly, 
Righteous, and Sober Lives; fo ſhall our 
End, with his, be Everlaſting Peace. 


HERE I ſhould have concluded, if 

the Conſideration of the A G E of our de- 
parted Acquaintance had not made 1t more 

than pertinent to addreſs my ſelf particu- 
larly to thoſe that are YOUNG. And 

ſure ſuch ſhould double their Regard, and 
Attention to the Language of this Remark- 
able Day, wherein one Funeral Sermon is 
but the Preface to another *; and both oc- 
cation'd by the Death of young Perſons. 
To ſuch therefore I would recommend the 
tollowing Admonitions. 


1. DON'T put far from you the Day 
of Death, and of Judgment. None are 
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too young to Die; therefore let none of 
us think our ſelves too young to prepare 
for Death. It is but a little while ſince 
the Perſon, whoſe Deceaſe this Seaſon calls 
upon us to improve, was Worſhipping God 
in this place, as we now are; and for any 
thing we know, in as little time, and as few 
Days hence, we may be laid where he 
now is. O that we were wiſe, that we un- 

der ſtond this, that we would conſider our latter 

End *. Think not that in the time of 
Vouth you may indulge to your Luſts; 
take your fill of Pleaſures; and put the 
evil Day far from you: but conſider what 
the End of theſe things will be; and how - 
ſuddenly, and unexpectedly this End may 
come. Remember, and let it reſtrain, and 
moderate thy Delires after, and Delight 
in ſenſual Pleaſures, and Enjoyments, T bat 
for all theſe things God will bring theeto Judg- 


ment F. 


2. DON'T reſt till your Peace be made 
with God. If you are reached by any 
Convictions at preſent; and are now 

under the working of any ſerious Impreſ- 
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ſions; let it be your Endeavour to attend 
to 'em, and immediately comply with 


them. You are not {ure of the like Ad van- 
tage again ; or that ever God will ſpeak 
to your Conſciences in ſuch a manner any 
more *. Eſpecially if you ſhould now. 
go away, and ſeek to get rid of your pre- 


ſent Thoughts, inſtead of Cheriſhing and 


Indulging them, I am ſure you have a- 


bundant Reaſon to be afraid of the 


worlt. 


I'T is a common thing for ſuch as are 
under the Influence of ftroog Convictions, 


to promiſe they will ſome time, or other 


bereafter hearken to em, and ſet about 
their Duty ; but they know not how to 
do it yet. Do you conſider, that you 
muſt promiſe for God, as well as your 
ſelves, that otherwile your Reſolves are 
all nothing ? And that if you are not ſure 
of the Grace, and Spirit of God, to ren- 
der your purpoſes Effectual, they will all

Theſe are much more pro- 
fitable Subjects of Diſcourſe, than what 
Converſation is generally filled up with ; 
and inſtead of — Reflecting upon, 
Backbiting, and cenſuring your Neigh- 
bours for want of ſomething it may be to 
talk of, let me recommend the Seriouſnels 
and Godlineſs of this Deceaſed young Man 
as a proper, and uſeful Topic to enlarge 
your Converſation upon. Let his Zeal 
fire your Breaſt, and may the ſame gpirit 
that dwelt in Him, deſcend upon, and- 
abide with us. 


LASTLY, 
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LASTLY, Let us endeavour care- 
fully to imitate, yea, as far as we can to 
exceed all that was Praiſe-worthy in our 
Departed Friends.
